Indianapolis, Feb. 8.—A sigh of re- 
j lief went up from among the ranks of 
the operators 
and coal m iners last 
I evening when It wa* announced that 
the acale sub-committee bad after sev­ 
eral days of hard wrestling, reached 
an agreem ent. 
While it was gratify­ 
ing to both sides to know th a t the 
J deadlock 
was 
broken, 
tbe 
m iners 
heard of the decision with mixed feel­ 
ings. for the agreem ent was baaed up­ 
on tbe old scale. The miners had not 
| bean able to secure their dem ands for 
a IO per cent increase, tbe run-of-mine 
system and a 7 per cent differential 
I between pick and machine mining. 
The com m ittee’s agreem ent simply left 
m atters where they were. 
The sub-committee reported to the 
conference . at a called m eeting Im 
I mediately following the announcem ent 
i of the report, and after a session of 
fours hours’ duration, in which there 
was heard much spirited discussion 
the report was ratified. At first, when 
the report of the scale com m ittee was 
received, more than two-thirds of the 
j delegates protested against accepting 
it, and would have voted to strike 
had not the counsel of the members 
; of the com m ittee and officers and a 
full explanation of the existing con 
i ditions turned the sentim ent. 
When 
tbe vote was taken about midnight 
I the recommendation of the com m ittee 
was alm ost unanimously indorsed. 
The present acale at the several 
bailing points is So cents a ton for 
screened 
coal 
In 
Pennsylvania, 
ab 
cents in Ohio. 80 cents in the Indiana 
bitum inous district and IO cents in the 
block coal district. 
The scale on the 
run-of-mine 
system in Indiana and 
Illinois at the Danville baaing point la 
49 cents. 
All other conditions remain 
the same as last year with reference 
to run of mine, differential between 
pick and machine mining, and other 
m atters are left to the several dis­ 
tricts for settlem ent. 
It is now known that the Illinois 
operators cauaed the long deadlock. 
They held wit for a uniform system 
throughout the com petitive d istrict— 
Indiana. Illinois. Ohio and Pennsylva­ 
nia. 
The Illinois operators have the 
runof-m lne system and a 7 per cent 
differential between pick and m achine 
mining. 
The m iners have been de­ 
manding these term s 
for the other 
states, but at no time since the confer 
enc# began had there been an Indies 
lion that they would be granted by 
Pennsylvania and Ohio operators. 
After the situation was last d is 
cussed by the general scale com m ittee 
it was believed that the operators 
would offer the 
present agreem ent, 
and that the miners would accept it 
with a few alterations as to the less 
im portant details. 
The Illinois men 
it is said, determ ined then to take the 
stand already mentioned. 
The old 
scale, it is understood, was discussed 
at the m eeting yesterday morning, but 
the Illinois men were against it.

W allington, Feb. 8.—The illness of 
Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., has changed 
very greatly the plans of the president 
for the trip to Charleston to visit the 
exposition there. 
The trip possibly 
may have to be abandoned altogether, 
but the present purpose is to make a 
flying visit to the exposition and to 
return Imm ediately after the most 
im portant functions in which it has 
been arranged the presidential party 
should participate.* No ladies will ac­ 
com pany the presidential party, owing 
( to the absence of Mrs. Roosevelt and 
the hurried nature of the modified 
arrangem ents. 
The president, instead 
of leaving here Monday night, will 
not start until Tuesday morning.

This report 
contains a small diagram showing the 
location of the three islands and the 
positions relative to Porto Rico, and 
gives numerous interesting facts rel­ 
ative to the islands. 
The annexation 
of the islands 
was sought by the 
United States years ago, and as far 
back as 1867 Denmark declined to sell 
the islands for $5,000,000. but made 
a proposition to part with them for 
$15,000,000. 
Secretary Seward offered 
$7,500,000, which was declined. 
He 
afterw ard agreed to pay that amount 
for the islands of St. Thomas’ and St. 
John, but the trade fell through be­ 
cause of complications which arose. 
At that tim e Denmark insisted that 
the consent of the people in the is­ 
lands shou',1 be formally given before 
the sale should be consummated, and 
when the vote was taken there were 
only 23 out of a total of over 1,200 
ballots against the cession. 
When 
the treaty was returned to the senate 
of the United States it was tied up 
there for two years and ultim ately 
failed of ratification.

An American who in the classical j 
language of bls country is at present 
“located” in London w ants to know 
w hether any city in the world is quite 
so niggardly as our town. 
He has 
been going the round of the london 
restaurants and has encountered in the 
m anagem ent of them a spirit which 
distresses him. 
“There is, to begin 
w ith,” he says, “a charge of from tw o­ 
pence to sixpence for guarding your 
hat and coat in the cloakroom, and a 
tip in addition is expected. 
You w ant 
to w ash your hands—another twopence 
or another sixpence and another tip. 
You take up the menu, and, behold, 
there is an intim ation th at a charge of 
threepence each person will be made 
under the guise of 'table money.’ The 
charge varies according to the nature 
of the place.. Threepence la the lowest 
and sixpence perhaps the average. At 
a great many restaurants it is I shil­ 
ling and in a t least two th at I have vis­ 
ited Is. (kl. 
The only difference is 
that in the lower priced restaurants it 
is called ‘table money’ and in the high­ 
er priced ones placed under the capti­ 
vating heading of ‘convert.’ 
To my 
mind, an entrance fee frankly dem and­ 
ed at the door would lie much less of­ 
fensive than to find yourself asked at 
the end of a dinner to pay for the trou­ 
ble and expense of cleaning up the c u t-! 
lery you have used.” 
His conclusion of the whole m atter is 
th at "Ixmdon lives by imposing a fixed 
tariff on the accessories that in every 
other city I have ever l>een to are 
throw n in gratis,” and he thinks that 
tieing a gentlem an is one of the most 
exiiensive professions an Englishman 
can have. 
He declares it to be an ut­ 
ter delusion that London is a cheap 
place to live in. 
“ For the poor man,” 
he says, "the man whose income Is less 
than £800 a year, there is no city where 
less can be had in the way of comforts 
and even the necessities of life. 
In 
New York it is only the luxuries th at 
cost. The expenses of everyday living 
may be as great or as small as one 
cares to make them . 
New York, in 
fact, is laid out for the poor man. 
From the transportation system to the 
price of such fundam ental charges on 
the household treasury as coal, ice, 
fuel, meat, bread, milk jNnl fruit, al­ 
most everything conspiA's to bring him 
in a good return for a very small out- 
. lay. 
All these things are cheaper in 
New York than in Ixmdon.”—London 
Chronicle.

When LnvatPr said, “H abit Is alto­ 
gether too arbitrary a master for me to 
nut mit t<>,” it was the w?ord “master” 
that constituted the memorable illus­ 
tration. 
Carlyle, a great m aster of metaphor, 
said truly: “ No man lives w ithout Jos­ 
tling and being jostled. In all w ays he 
has to elbow himself through the 
world, giving and receiving offense.” 
The doctrine of this sentence might 
easily have become a mere platitude, 
but it is fixed upon the memory by jos­ 
tling and being jostled and the elbow­ 
ing of oneself through the world. This 
illustration is the very m aking of the 
argum ent.—Joseph Parker, D. D., in 
Homiletic Review.

SOME METALS. 


Iridium, worth more than $780 n 
pound, is the hardest metal known and 
is used to tip gold pens. 
Lithium, worth more than $1,100 a 
pound, is used only in medicine, 'ts 
salts being valuable in rheum atic af­ 
fections. 
Tungsten, worth 80 cents a pound, is 
largely used In m etallurgy and gives 
to steel qualities similar to those im­ 
parted by molybdenum. 
Molybdenum, worth $1.44 a pound, Is 
used in metallurgy. Molybdenum steel 
possesses the rare quality of preserv­ 
ing Its hardness even when heated to 
redness. 
Selenium, which has the curious prop­ 
erty of losing its resistance to the elec­ 
tric current under the Influence of 
light, is used in the telelectroseope and 
is w orth $ 2 2 a pound. 
Uranium, worth $80 a pound, is used 
in the glass and porcelain industries. 
It has been found that uranium car­ 
bide is superior to nickel or tungsten 
In the m anufacture of high grade steel. 
Palladium , which has the smallest 
coefficient of dilatation, is used for the 
mounting of astronomical instruments. 
The standard meter of France is made 
of palladium. 
The pure metal costs 
$4.82 a pound. 
Vanadium oxidizes in air w ith great 
difficulty, melts at 2 , 0 0 0 degrees and 
becomes red hot in hydrogen. 
Neither 
hydrochloric acid nor nitric acid at 
tacks it. 
It costs $502 a pound and is 
used In coloring glass and in making 
Indelible inks.
